For years some effort has been made by individuals 
to select named varieties of this Chinese Chestnut (casta- 
nea mollissima). However, they come so nearly true from 
seed, we recommend the planting of seedlings for home 
and commercial use. A large field awaits the use of the 
Chestnut when the American people become convinced 
that they are resistant enough to the blight to make them 
worth while planting. 

Here’s some evidence—A man from Elkton, Maryland 
writes “In my grove of 150, ten year chinese chestnuts 
many bore 30 to 40 pounds per tree. I want to plant 200 
more even tho I’m 70 years old. 

A man from Reading writes—"‘The dozen one-year trees 
I got from you set in an open woodsy space all bore at 
three years, one bore 1 quart. I thought it would break 
itself down. At four years they all bore, this one bearing 
114 qts. I want to plant 50 acres as soon as the war is over.”’ 

Whenever I need a lift I step over to see my neighbor’s 
bearing grove of 80 to 100 trees. Void of intellectual dreams 
of an ideal short hour work world, they put in two 12 
hour shifts a day growing food that you and I might enjoy.

PLANTING SUGGESTIONS—Walnuts-Chestnuts 


I suggest you start out with a planting of walnut 60 x 60 
ft. this makes 12 per acre. Then set a chestnut in each 
center of each square of walnut making 12 chestnuts per 
acre. This gives you a nice balance in space and soil 
use for the walnut is tall and deep rooted and the chestnut 
is more shallow rooted with a lower head.

Plants for Wildlife Feeding 


This is one of the most complete lists of nursery stock 
for wildlife ever offered. Also note the ornamental affect 
of this list for farm and landscape plantings. 

A game program without permanent feed is futile. 
Adequate plantings of woody food-bearing plants is the 
solution. 

Criticism of game management, either state or federal, 
is childish.

How to Plant a Border for Best Results in Bird Feeding 


Standard trees set 30 to 40 feet apart in the back. 
Then set the 20-25 ft. growing species between and in front. 
Intersperse with the 5 to 10 ft. growing sizes and use in 
rows in front. Blue print of above described border, $1.00. 

The ultimate effect will be an ornamental bank nearly 
all year—a solid hawk screen where birds can feed in 
safety and scoot to cover among the low bushes if at- 
tacked by predatory birds.
